1 . Mr. Brown is charged, in a one-count indictment, with Unlawful Possession of a 
Firearm and Ammunition by a Person Convicted of a Crime Punishable by hnprisonment for a 
Term Exceeding One Year, in violation of 18 U.S.C. § 922(g)(1). 

2. On April 18, 2006, Mr. Brown filed a motion to suppress evidence in the above 
captioned case.

4. The Court has scheduled a hearing on the suppression motion for June 28, 2006. 

Due to the time she 
has spent preparing for said trial, she has not had an adequate opportunity to respond to the 
government's arguments as set forth in its opposition motion.

extension of time within which to file a reply motion and reschedule the due date for the reply 

motion for May 22, 2006.
